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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification

(d) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(e) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(f) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(g) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(h) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet). 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: a) the 
disclosure lacks the appropriate section headings as discussed above.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States.

4. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hendry 
et al (4,824,732). 

Hendry et al teach an apparatus for the injection molding of plastic material (Fig 
1) having a mold (Fig 1, #4) into which molten plastic material is introduced, wherein 
there is provided a device for introducing liquid (Fig 1, #19 and col 7, lines 6-13) into the 
interior of the molten material, which includes a pump (Fig 1 , #20 and #28) driven by a 
motor (Fig 1 , #29), characterized in that the stroke volume of the pump is variable 
selectively to attain a given delivery amount (col 4, lines 31-39). 


5. Steinbichler (5,759,476), Csongor et al (5,670,1 12), Ickinger 
(US2002/0167103A1), Moldovanyi (5,256,047), and Kataoka (4,140,672) are cited of 
interest to show the state of the art.
